known  service  organizations  be- 
cause there  is  no  provision  for 
contacting  the  smaller  groups. 
His  committee  would  also  relieve 
the  student  coordinator’s  office 
of  the  burden  of  answering  com- 
munity calls  for  service,  he  said. 

The  committee  would  attempt 
to  keep  a tally  of  service  hours 
donated  by  each  group.  Possible 
posting  of  this  information  Laub 
feels  would  encourage  small 
groups  to  take  part  in  service 
projects. 

Laub  stressed,  however,  that 
the  committee  would  not  attempt 
to  in  any  way  interfere  with  tra- 
ditional service  activities  or  with 
any  service  projects  contracted 
personally  with  by  any  group. 
He  said  his  group  would  encour- 
age such  initiative,  but  would 
still  ask  for  a time  report  for  a 
planned  record  of  total  service 
performed  at  BYU. 


1948  President 
Offers  Advice 
In  Government 

Gordon  Hawkins,  Brigham 
Young  University  studentbody 
president  in  1948,  told  mem- 
bers of  the  legislative  council 
that  “one  man,  if  he  so  chooses, 
can,  with  the  courage  of  his 
convictions  incluence  the  mor- 
ale of  the  entire  studentbody.” 

In  the  “Kickoff”  meeting  of  the 
legislative  group  Wednesday 
.night,  the  Provo  businessman 
charged  studentbody  leaders  to 
do  their  duty  to  the  best  of  their 
abilities,  “because  someday  they 
may  face  a similar  group  with 
a lump  in  the  throat  wondering 
why  a better  job  was  not  done.” 

The  joking  ex-boxer  added. that 
everything  that  is  accomplished 
in  life  by  students  will  emanate 
from  experieces  on  this  campus. 

“I  was  told  as  a sophomore,” 
he  said,  “three  things:  do  every 
job  to  the  best  of  your  ability, 
improve  that  ability,  and  live 
your  religion.” 

HE  GAVE  THE  legislative  coun- 
cil ’an  11-point  program  for  hav- 
ing the  “greatest  year  in  the 
history  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity.” He  stressed  that  the 
group  should  support  the  student- 
body  president  and  embrace  the 
not-so-popular  students,  the  ones 
from  small  towns,  who  are  going 
to  school  on  borrowed  money. 

He  also  emphasized  the  impor- 
tance of  remembering  names. 
Hawkins  claimed  to  have  known 
5,000  students  by  name  during 
his  college  days,  and  added  that 
he  still  remembers  most  of  them. 

The  1948  studentbody  president 
said  that  more  rivalry  among 
organizations  will  create  a better 
and  more  constructive  political 
atmosphere  on  campus. 

HAWKINS  WAS  heavyweight 
boxing  champion  of  the  South 
Pacific  when  he  was  serving  with 
the  United  States  Marines.  He 
was  wounded  in  action  at  Iwo 
Jima  Island.  • 

President  Eisenhower  and  Vice 
President  Nixon  sent  extensive 
telegrams  to  Hawkins  congratul- 
ating him  for  his  work  as  chair- 
man of  the  1955  annual  Provo 
Fouth  of  July  patriotic  program. 

IT  WAS  REVEALED  at  the 
meeting  that  Hawkins  has  receiv- 
ed the  appointment  of  training 
director  for  a six  and  one-half 
billion  dollar  corporation, 
made  the  main  address  at  a 
cent  realtor’s  convention  at  Salt 
Lake  City. 


A package  ticket,  which  will  i 
include  round  trip  train  and  bus 
fare,  a ticket  to  the  ball  game 
and  a "Scalp  the  Ute”  ribbon  is 
pected  to  sell  for  three  dollars, 
Bell  said. 

After  a meeting  with  Univer- 
sity of  Utah  pep  officials  Mon- 
day afternoon,  and  of  learning  of 
their  plans  for  the  game,  Bell 
announced  that  student  body 
spirit  is  needed  to  provide  the 
team  with  the  confidence  and 
will  to  win  the  game  October  8. 

Reserved  seats  will  be  pro- 
vided at  the  stadium  for  those 
students  riding  the  train  to 


the  game,  Bell  disclosed. 

Further  announcements  con- 
cerning the  outcome  of  this  trip 
will  be  forthcoming  Bell  said.  Ev- 
eryone is  urged  to  plan  on  riding  • 
the  train  to  Salt  Lake  with  the 
band  and  “to  join  in  what  prom- 
ises to  be  the  event  of  the  quar- 
ter, if  not  of  the  year,”  in  pep 
activities,  Bell  stressed. 

Social  units  and  other  organi- 
zation presidents  were  contacted 
last  night,  Bell  said,  to  enlist  co- 
operation and  build  enthusiasm 
for  the  plan. 

This  will  be  the  first  project 
of  its  kind  at  BYU,  Bell  added. 


New  Family  Living  Center . . . 

Construction  Start  Marked 
In  ‘Over  Site’  Ceremonies 


WILLARD  R.  SMITH,  Salt 
Lake  City,  son  of  Joseph  F. 
Smith,  former  president  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints,  Thursday  partic- 
ipated in  ground-breaking  cere- 
monies for  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity’s two-millioin-dollar-plus 
family  living  center,  to  be  named 
after  Joseph  F.  Smith. 

Smith,  j President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson,  and  Fred  L.  Markham, 
architect,  spoke  from  a platform 
hoisted  20  feet  above  the  building 
excavation  by  a giant  crane.  Af- 
ter the  speeches  Pres.  Wilkinson 
turned  the  first  shovel  of  dirt 
with  a caterpillar  tractor. 

First  college  building  known 
of  this  type,  the  center  will  house 
all  departments  concerned  with 
homemaking  and  family  life, 
Pres.  Wilkinson  told  students  at 
the  service.  He  especially  stress- 
ed that  the  building  will  not  be 
a “no  man’s  land.”  Courses  and 
rooms  will  be  arranged  to  encour- 
age men  to  take  equal  part  in 
the  classes,  he  said. 

HOUSED  IN  THE  building  will 


be  foods  and  clothing  depart- 
ments, a house  planning  Section 
including  furnishing  and  decor- 
ating, a nursery  where  students 
may  work  with  pre-school  child- 
ren, and  departments  of  sociol- 
ogy, psychology,  and  nursing. 

The  modern-style  building  will 
be  convertible,  with  all  inside  par- 
titions movable.  Rooms  will  be 
changed  as  classes  require,  Pres. 
Wilkinson  said.  There  will  be  two 
outdoor  areas,  one  for  social  ac- 
tivities and  one  for  a children’s 
play  area. 

Specifications  for  the  building 
fill  a volume  of  315  pages,  ac- 
cording to  Markham,  who  de- 
scribed the  structure. 

In  the  five  years  the  building 
has  been  in  the  planning  stage, 
11,500  man  hours  are  recorded 
as  spent  on  plans  alone. 

According  to  Markham  the 
building  will  contain  94,000  sq. 
ft.,  one-and-a-half  times  the  size 
of  the  McKay  Building.  It  will 
have  an  electricity  and  water  sup- 
ply sufficient  for  a city  of  2,000.

Somehow,  the  issqe  was  "either  dodged  or  | 
resolved  in  a negative  manner,  and  little  { 
knowledge  of  the  issue  was  conveyed  to  the  j 
Studentbody. 

The  competitive  spirit  in  politics  at  this  uni-  j 
versity  is  just  about  nil.  No  candidates  for 
office  have  platforms.  They  seemingly  are 
elected  on  the  impressions  they  make  during 
speeches,  rallies,  etc. 

If  there  are  not  enough  issues  on  this  cam- 
pus to  evoke  a lively  interest  from  the  student-  ; 
body,  then  is  it  not  tenable  that  there  is  no  j 
need  for  studentbody  efficers,  except  for  roles 
as  official  greeters? 


Students  in  past  years  have  developed  radi- 
cal ideas  for  student  government,  but  by  and 
large  most  of  those  ideas  have  been  rejected 
by  indifferent  fellow  students. 

So-called  “rabble-rousers,”  or  persons  who 
want  to  do  things  differently  usually  are  un- 
popular persons.  “They  cannot  support  their 
able  leadership,’’  persons  say  of  them.  Often 
rabble-rousers  are  the  real  leaders,  and  the 
titular  leaders  only  marionettes. 

Within  the  next  month,  freshman  elections 
will  be  held.  From  the  thousands  of  college 
newcomers,  there  should  be  one  or  two  who 
would  be  willing  to  express  new  ideas  in  their 
campaigns  for  office. 

Hawkins  also'  said  that  the  spirit  of  the  uni- 
versity lies  in  the  Freshman  class.  If  this  be 
true,  the  upper  classes  look  to  the  frosh  for 
political  advancement,  and  while  those  new 
thoughts  on  student  government  may  not  radi- 
cally change  this  institution,  they  may  well 
start  a new  and  constructive  trend  in  student 
governmental  thinking. 


University  Student  Is  Ex-Hitler  Youth  Member 


“Couldn’t  We  Call  It  the  Benson  Plan  or  Something 


Knock  ’Em  Off  , . . 

Exec  Council  Gives  Thanks!

Heil  Hitler! 

Every  class  for  Hans  Wilhelm 
Kelling,  now  a Brigham  Young 
University  student,  began  with 
that  salutation  when  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Hitler  Youth 
Movement  in  Nazi  Germany  dur- 
ing World  War  II. 

Kelling,  who  was  taken  away 
from  his  mother  at  the  age  of  11, 
said  that  the  martial  atmosphere 
and  political  indoctrination  to 
which  he  and  many  other  Ger 
man  youths  were  subjected  “sold 
him  on  the  Nazi  Party." 

“My  period  of  disillusionment 
and  disgust  came  after  the  war, 
when  I found  that  most  of  the 
Nazi  indoctrination  was  based  on 
untruths,”  he  said: 

He  described  his  days  in  the 
youth  movement  school  as  a con- 
tinual round  of  marching,  salut- 
ing, singing,  studying,  and  listen- 
ing to  fiery  political  speeches. 

“We  were  taught,”  Kelling 
said,  “that  Hitler  was  next  to 
God  Almighty.  I saw  him  three 
times,  and  the  crowds  that  were 
around  him  reminded  me  of  Gen- 
eral MacArthur’s  return  from 
Asia.” 

He  added  that  as  the  war’s  end 
• drew  near,  whole  classes  of  the 
Hitler  Youth  were  informed  that 
they  had  “volunteered”  for  action 
. the^ftussian  Front.  “I  was 


the  German  youth  Joseph  Smith  Story  was  told.  “I 
believed  it,”  he  said,  “and  three 
weeks  later  I was  baptized  with 
my  mother  and  sister.” 

After  completing  high  school 
training  and  receiving  the  eqiv- 
alent  of  two  years  of  college, 
young  Kelling  came  to.  the 
United  States,  and  made  a tem- 
porary hom'e  in  Buffalo,  N.Y. 

He  served  for  several  months 
on  a stake  mission,  and  then  was 
called  to  a full-time  mission  in 
the  eastern  states.  Recently  re- 
leased, he  came  directly  to  Brig- 
ham Young  University,  where  he 
plans  to  complete  his  education. 

“I  consider  America  the  Pro- 
mised Land,”  the  blond  youth 
said,  “and  it  takes  no  fiery 
speech-  to  make  me  love  it.”  He 
will  receive  American  citizenship 
in  1957. 


year-olds,’ 
declared. 

“Although  we  were  told  con- 
tinually of  the  glory  of  fighting 
for  the  fatherland,  I still  did  not 
wish  to  fight.”  he  said.  » 

However,  he  said  that  if  neces- 
sary, he  woud  be  quite  willing  to 
go  into  oattle  for  the  United 
States.  He  is  now  awaiting  his 
“second”  draft  call. 

Hans’  mother,  who  lived  in 
Bremen  during  the  war,  was 
bombed  out  of  her  home  twice. 
Bremen  was  70  per  cent  des- 
troyed by  British  and  American 
bombs  during  the  war. 

Hans  rejoined  his  mother  and 
sister,  Edeltraud  in  what  is  now 
the  Russian  Zone  of  Germany 
after  hostilities  were  concluded. 
His  father,  a naval  officer,  had 
been  captured  by  Americans  in 
Italy. 

After  five  months  the  Kelling 
family  was  united  in  Bremen, 
after  the  Russians  had  granted 
passports  to  Hans,  his  mother, 
and  Edeltraud,  and  his  father 
was  released  from  prison. 

It  was  soon  after  the  war’s  end 
that  Frau  Kelling  met  a German 
Latter-day  Saint,  and  began  at- 
tending church  meetings.  Hans 
and  Edeltraud  began  to  attend 
Mutual  Improvement  Association 
meetings.

He  resigned  last  May  to 
pursue  his  doctorate  studies  on  a 
fellowship  from  the  Fund  for 
Adult  Education.  He  has  also  at- 
tended Idaho  State  College,  Uni- 
versity of  Utah,  and  Brigham 
Young  University. 

Well  known  in  professional  ed- 
ucation, he  was  vice  president 
and  president  of  the  Idaho  Edu- 
cational Association  and  a mem- 
ber of  the  Northwest  Regional 
Advisory  Council  of  the  Coopera- 
tive Program  for  Educational 
Administration.

As  for  the  game,  the  easy  win  gave  Chick  Atkinson  a look  at 
his  whole  squad  in  action  and  lifted  the  morals  of  everybody  con- 
cerned. Somehow  when  you’ve  made  a few  points  and  a few  first 
downs  and  set  the  other  guy  on  his  tocus  a few  times,  the  next 
game  begins  to  look  easier.  Maybe  it  will  be.

When  they  find  out  that  Brigham  Young  has  a sta- 
dium seating  only  9,000,  that  nixes  the  deal.  If  we  play  anybody 
with  a name,  all  the  students  and  faculty  come,  and  if  that  happens, 
there  is  no  room  for  any  paying  customers — which  certainly  leaves 
no  room  for  profit,  and  profit  is  what  the  men  who  make  up  foot- 
ball schedules  are  interested  in. 

Next  year  Wichita  is  on  the  BYU  schedule  and  Kansas  State 
the  year  after.  The  Cougars  one  excursion  into  the  big  time  this 
year,  with  Oregon  State  of  the  Paacific  Coast  League,  was  made 
short-lived  by  taking  a 33-0  shellacking,  but  it  was  sure  a step  in 
the  right  direction.  Besides,  Oregon  State  seems  out  to  vindicate  us 
a little  on  that  one.  The  look  good  this  year,  even  in  the  coast 
league. 

Also  on  the  schedule  next  year  is  the  *ew  Air  Force  Academy 
at  Colorado  Springs.  This  is  probably  one  of  the  wisest  moves  that 
has  ever  been  made  around  here  in  years.  The  Academy  will  soon 
be  one  of  the  top  teams  in  the  nation,  along  with  Army  and  Navy, 
and  it  certainly  won’t  hurt  to  patronize  them  a little  now  when 
they’re  just  getting  a start.  Someday  they’ll  be  a big  name  on  a 
schedule.
